GERMANS 10 CLEAR 


CYCLOPS MYSTERY 


Some Men Look for Berlin 
Announcement ‘in Regard 
to Missing Collier — Cy- 
clops Commander German 
Born. 


Washington, April 17.—Diligent 
gearch by naval and merchant ships 
has’ failed to disclose the slightest 
trace of the missing naval collier Cy- 
clops, and with the passing of the 
forty-fourth day since the vessel sail- 
ed from Barbadoes for an Atlantic 
port, belief is growing at the navy 
department that in some way. she has 
been destroyed or captured by the 
enemy. 

How this could have happened no 
one professes to know, but officials 
regard it as_almost impossible that 
any attack could have caused the sea 
to swallow up the big vesgel and the 
293 persons on board without leaving 
a trace and some think sooner or later 
an enemy announcement will clear up 
the mystery. 

Commander German Born. 

Publication of a dispatch from San 
Francisco quoting Mrs. A. M. Anger- 
mann, a sister of Lieutenant Com- 
mander G. W. Worley, commanding 
officer of the Cyclops, as saying their 
family name was Wichman and that 
her brother was born in Germany and 
came to-America as a child, lea to an 
examination today of the commander's 
record at the navy department. It 
shows that Worley entered the serv- 
ice of the navy twenty-eight years 
ago and at that time gave San Fran- 
cisco his birthplace. He attained the 
rank of master in the nayal auxiliary 
and for years commanded colliers and 
supply ships. When the auxiliary was 
merged with the nayal volunteers 
after the United States went to war 
Worley was in command of the Cy- 
clops and he retained that assignment 
with the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander. 

Mrs, Worley, who lives in Norfolk, 
Va., explained there today that her 
husband’s name was changed legally 
at Port Orchard, Wash., when he was 
a young man and before he entered 
the naval service. She confirmed the 
statement that he was born in Ger- 
many, but declared he always was an 
enemy to that country. His foster 
father, she said, was named Worley, 
and he went into court to legally adopt 
the name of George Wichman Worley. 

Worley’s Clear Record. 

Naval officers attach no importance 
to Worley’s change of name or the 
news that he was born in Germany 
and scout any suggestion that his 
Teutonic origin might be significant in 
connection with the disappearance of 
his ship. They point to the officer's 
clear record of a quarter of a century 
and declare that if his loyalty should 
be impugned for such a reason a con- 
siderable portion of the high officers 
of the navy must be under suspicion. 

Selecting at random a page of the 
official register of the navy today one 
official pointed out that sixteen of 
sixty mames listed obviously were of 
German origin. 

Officially the navy has not given the 
Cyclops up for lost. The search is be- 
ing continued, but even those officials 


who were optimistic a few days ago 
now are losing hope. 

* Vessel Safe, Says Mrs. Worley. 

Norfolk, Va., April 17.—Mrs. Selma 
W. Worley, wife of Lieutenant Com- 
mander George Wichman Worley, com- 
mander of the missing naval collier 
Cyclops, came to a local newspaper 
office tonight and declared that the 
myste surrounding the disappear- 
ance of the ship and its 293 passen- 

ers and crew will be cleared up with- 
n the next twenty-four hours. 

In one statement Mrs. Worley is 
quoted as saying that the Cyclops 
was safe in a South American port 
and that an official announcement re- 
garding the vessel would be made 
shortly. 

-Mrs. boty age is known to have visit- 
ed families here who have ‘relatives 
on the ship and told them not to 
worry any longer, because the mys- 
tery soon would be cleared. 


16 British Ships 
Sunk by U-Boats 
During Past Week 


11 of Vessels 1,600 Tons or 
Over and 4 Under That 
Tonnage — One _ Fishing 
Vessel Sunk. 


London, April 17.—The losses to Brit- 
ish shipping by mine or submarine in 
the past week totaled 15, according to 
the admiralty report tonight. Eleven 
of the merchantmen sunk were 1,600 
tons or over and four tnder that ton- 
nage. One fishing vessel also was sunk. 

Twelve vessels were unsuccessfully 
attacked. The arrivals numbered 2,211; 
. pailings 2,466. \ 

In the previous week only six Brit- 
ish merchantmen were sunk by mine 
or submarine, four of them of more 
than 1,600 tons.

Atlanta proved yesterday that in this 
turmoil of appeal for worthy war causes 
nobody was forgetting the city’s great- 
est asset—baby, for Atlanta dug deep 
during the Sheltering Arms’ Tag day 
campaign and produced over $7,000, 
easily breaking all previous records.

CHARLIE’S MANY STUNTS 
SENT BIG CROWD WILD 


Atlanta Has Now Reached 
Close to Four-Million Mark 
in Drive for Nine-Million 
Quota—Teams Report 
Over $800,000 for Day. 


.- 

Eight thousand Atlanta ‘people, 
Charlie Chaplin and a band netted a 
loan of $502,350 for Uncle Sam last 
night. Packed into the Atlanta Audi- 
torium, the public went wild with 
patriotism for two hours and show- 
ered so steady a stream of bond or- 
ders upon officials in charge of the 
big mass meeting that three ste- 
nographers, several counters and an 
adding machine expert were at the 
end completely floored. 

It was a people’s mass meeting. 
While there were several enormous 
subscriptions, made by Atlanta cor- 
porations, but not in their own names, 
the majority of them were for single 
bonds of $50, $100, $200, $250 and $500 
denominations with a fair sprinkling 
of $1,000 ones. They were, made by 
men, women, children and babies, some 
of whom could scargely toddle up to 
/Charlie Chaplin for his hearty funny 
handshake of encouragement. 

A Serious Meeting. 

It was a serious meeting, notwith- 
standing the présence of Afmébrica’s 
foremost funny man. Before the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Chaplin the Hon. 
‘Branford Knapp, head of the extension 
|\department of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, was a stirring 
speaker. Calling to the attention of 
the vast assemblage the brutal, sad- 
dening facts of the last week im the 
war, he shouted that patriotism can 
only be expressed by deeds. 

“You vote tonight to decide whether 
we are to continue to be citizens or 
to be subjects,” he declared. “The 
United States faces her darkest crisis 
in these hours. The French and the 
British are but. the border line of 
America.,”’ 

“If subscriptions to the first

Charlie's Appearance. 

Charlie Chaplin was introduced to the 
audience by his “major domo,” Mr. Lap- 
worth, who, in a speech of a few short 
minutes, hurled into the face of Atlan- 
tans the charge: “You don’t realize that 
the war is on. You don’t know anything 
about this war in comparison with the 
men who are at the head of your gov- 
ernment running it for you.” To prove 


‘his points he related incidents which 


took place in England when, a year 
| after the war had begun, that country 
had not fully awakened. 

The first words of the premier movie 
comedian, as he stepped upon the stage, 
carefully clad, sans mustache, sans 
overgrown-shoes and flappy trousers, 
pleasantly groomed and handsome, were 
these: 

“Gee whiz, this is some crowd!” 

Immediately he plunged into the busi- 
ness of the evening. To thousands of 
eager Atlanta kiddies the famous co- 
median was not Charlie Chaplin at all 
until he was warmed up. He apologized 
for his poor speaking, and modestly de- 
preciated himself, for he made an ex- 
cellent and effective speech of a few 
sentences. He explained the seriousness 
of his mission to Atlanta. He told ‘the 
eight thousand people this truth: 

“You Atlanta people must do one 
thing or the other—either fight or pay.” 
Charlie Warms Up. 

Then he began to warm up when he 
pulled off his coat to get the whole 
audience shouting as with one voice, 
three cheers for its flag and its pres- 
ident. He leaped upon a table and led 
the band. Sousa had nothing on him. 
He pushed the table away and led them 
some moré. He was Charlie Chaplin, 
now, without doubt—the same Chaplin 
smile, the funny Chaplin hair, the 
Chaplin antics. 

After that he had the audience go- 
ing.

Moral Effect of Loss of Ypres. 

The moral effect of the loss of Ypres 


by severe military reverses, but there 
is no occasion now for apprehension 
or panic. To take up the story of 
what has happened from the moment 
on Sunday when temporarily the Ger- 
man advance was checked on all fronts 
is perhaps the easiest way to ex- 
Plain the present situation. On Sun- 
day afternoon the Germans in French 
Flanders were held in a salient best 
represented by three sides of a square. 
To the south the British were on the 
high ground east and west of Bethune, 
pounding the Germans in the flatlands 
along the Lys valley. Ten miles to the 
north the British were occupying the 
high ground south of Ypres along the 
ridges that run from Messines to Bail- 
leul. Westward the German Advance 
had touched the edge of the great

Major Birkner, who was born in Nu- 
remberg, Germany, but who had been 
in the American military forces for 
more than thirty years, was arrested 
last Friday at Camp Cody, where he 
was an officer in the 127th Field artil- 
lery. His home is in Lincoln, Neb. 


- Birkner was allowed out in the pris- 
on yard for exercise with 400 convicts. 
The warden knew nothing of what 
was going on until he heard loud cheer- 
ing and rushed out in the yard to find 
Birkner stzimped and covered with tar 
and feat The prisoners, with 
loud hoots, were leading him -about 
the yard by a rope around his neck. 

Assistant Superintendent Dugan res- 
cued him. The prisoners evidently in 
accordance with a pre-arranged plot, 
had secured the feathers from their 
pillows, but where the tar came from 
is a mystery. 

Birkner is alleged to have made dis- 
loyal utterances, such as “you can’t 
beat the Dutch” and “the Germans will 
sink American transports as fast as 
they are sent over.” Birkner claimed 
the charges were spite work by subor- 
dinate officers whom he had disci- 
plined.

The British in 
Ypres and east of Ypres were now 
precisely in the position of a man at 
the end of a limb of a tree which his 
enemy has begun to saw between him 
and the trunk of the tree. Unless he 
can get between the tree and the saw 
or force his enemy to stop sawing, he 
is bound in the end to go down with 
the limb. ,

WILL PARADE TODAY 


Thousands Will Symbolize 
Loyalty by Taking Part in 
Pageant Through Streets 
of Atlanta This Afternoon.

Atlanta will see the biggest and most 
enthusiastic patriotic rally ever made 
by the southern negroes this after- 
noon, beginning at 2:30 o’clock, when 
thousands of colored citizens, school 
children, lodge members and negro 
troops will march through the streets 
of the city under the auspices of the 
Georgia War Savings Committee for 
Negroes. 

The big procession will be headed by 
a regimental band of colored mutsicians, 
playing martial airs, and more than 
600 negro troops, from the Tenth, Elev- 
enth and Twelfth trainigg battalions 
of the 157th Depot brigade, will march 
at the head of the parade. 

The parade, which will be one of 
the longest negro processions ever 
staged in Atlanta, is gotten up for 
the purpose of demonstrating the loyal- 
ty of the Georgia negroes to the gov- 
ernment, and their devotion to the 
| government's war savings plan. 

10,000 in Big Demonstration. 

It is estimated that nearly 10,000 col- 
ored men, women and children will be 
in. the demonstration, and banners will 
be borne by the marchers with “Fight- 
ing to Save and to Win,” and other ap- 
propriate legends upon them. 

There will be a number of bands in 
the line, and tke marchers will have 
music in honeseclaa all times during the 
parade. 

Uniforms will be worn by the school 
children, and many of the organiza- 
tions, and the procession is expected to 
present a picturesque and interesting 
spectable. 

Line ef March. 

The line of march will beas follows: 
Parade will form on Auburn avenue 
at the corner of Jackson street and 
move up Auburn avenue to Ivy street, 
thence north on Ivy street to Peach- 
tree, south to Whitehall as far as 
Mitchell, thence over Mitchell to the 
state capitol.

Chastain alsg told Chief Love a story 
of being swindled out of $10,000 in a 
fake race horse scheme at Atlanta some 
weeks ago. Chastain said he met an 
Atlanta man who said at first that he 
was a cattle buyer.

The 
British not only have held all the 
ground which they were defending on 
Tuesday, but have struck back so pow- 
erfully that Meteren and part of Wyts- 
chaete were retaken and held for a 
time. Only after heavy attacks did 
the British retire again from the vil- 
lages. ~ 


DISTURBING NEWS 
FROM GERMANS, 


The most disturbing news has been 
a report from Berlin that Poelcapelle 
and Langemarck, north of Ypres, have 
been taken by the Germans and the ad- 
mission from London that the British 
have retired from certain of their lines 
in the Ypres salient. The retirement 
here was expected, for the advance of 
the Germans at Neuve Eglise and Bail- 
leul left the positions in front of Ypres 
open to a flank attack. It is official- 
ly stated that the retirement was or- 
derly and it is probable that it will 
have more of a sentimental than stra- 
tegic effect. Just how far the British 
is not 
known. It may be, however, that the 
German claim of taking Poelcapelle 
and Langemarck was the result of the 
British retirement. 

The battle, now in its ninth day, 
has deepened in intensity at many 
points along the curved front from 
Messines ridge to Meteren. There have 
been reports that the Germans have 
occupied the village of St. Eloi, which 
lies less than three miles south of 
Ypres, but these have not been con- 
firmed. It also was said that they 
have aken positions on the south slope

London, April 17.—The capture by 
the Turks of the city of Batum is an- 
nounced in an official statement issued 
at Constantinople on Monday.

“In Caucasus Batum has fallen 
imto our hands.

On the 
evening of April 13 attacks against 
the southern forts of the fortress com- 
menced and proceeded with the great- 
est stubbornness.

Manufacture of Ten Principal 
Clay Products Hard Hit 
by Order. 


Washington, April 17.—Further re- 
strictions of the country’s less essen- 
tial industries, which will dractically 
limit non-war building operations for 
the duration of the war, ‘was an- 
nounced today by the fuel administra- 
tion, in the issuance of orders curtail- 
ing the manufacture of ten principal 
clay products, from 15 to as high as 
50 per cent. Simultaneously’ the 
manufacturing program of this tndua- 
try was ordered re-arranged and di- 
vided, placing it on the basis of war 
industry. ' 

Face brick, common and paving 
hrick, terra cotta, roofing tile, 
floor and wall tile and sanitary ware 
are ordered curtailed 50 per cent;

hollow tile, sewer pipe and drain tile, 
25 per cent, and stone ware with the 
exception of chemical stone ware, is 
curtailed 15 per cent. Another new 
order curtails the output of enamel 
ware 50 per cent. : 

The percentage of curtailment in 
each case is based on the average out- 
put for the past three years. 

Today's action by the fuel admin- 
which was approved by the 
war industries board, is declared to be 
the forerunner of similar curtailment 
of practically every industry consider- 
ed not vital to the war program. Two 
important things will be accomplish- 
ed in the belief of the fuel administra- 
tion and the war  indystries board. 
Parts of the plants affected will be 


»converted for war industries and men,

materials and transportation will be 
made available for war production. 

That the production of all building 
materials eventually may be substan- 
tially curtailed was disclosed by the 
statement accompanying today’s or- 
ders. Clay products and other build- 
ing material, the statement said, are

SITUATION BETTER, 
SAYS GEN. MAURICE 


Director of British Military 
Operations Says There’s 
No Need for Despair. 
British Fighting Waterloo 
and Waiting for Reserves. 


Lendon, April 17.—“The news last 
night and today is better,” Major Gen- 
eral Maurice, chief director of military 
operations at the war office, announced 
today. 

“As mentioned in Field Marshal 
Haig’s communique, we made a with- 
drawal to a new line in the Ypres 
salient. The withdrawal was decided 
upon on Sunday. It was carried out 
partly on Sunday night and completed 
on Monday. It is a regrettable mili- 


itary necessity which forces us to give 


up ground which we won at such 
heavy cost. On Tuesday the Germans 
were still shelling trenches which we 
had left the day before. 

Situation Anxious at One Time. 

“I returned last night from France,” 
said General Maurice at the outset of 
his talk with the Associated Presa 
“The geituation yesterday was very 
anxious. The Germans have taken 
Bailleul, Meteron and Wytschaete and 
had brought four fresh divisions into 
action against us. If the enemy could 
have maintained that pressure there 
looked to be vital danger to the ridge 


of heights which includes Mount 
Kemmel and which is the backbone 
of our defense in the northern portion 
of the battle front. But the news last 
night and today is better. 

“Preparations for shortening our line 
in the Ypres salient were made some 
time ago and the decision to carry it 
out was reached before the fall of 
Bailleul owing to the danger offered 
to our positions in the salient from 
a flanking movement. The withdrawal 
was not dictated or governed by the 
adverse course of events around Bail- 
leul, but by more general considera- 
tions. 

“What of the whole battle situation? 
Our army has been going through a 
very severe strain and that strain has 
been reflected at home. The situation 
has had its critical moments and still 
is decidedly anxious. But, remember, 
we have accepted the principal of a 
united front and must accept the conse- 
quences of that principle. We must 
look at the whole battle not from our 
army’s sacrifice and suffering, but 
from the standpoint of the whole en- 
tente. 

British in Waterloo Role. 


“The British army is playing the 
role which it often has played before. 
It is fighting a Waterloo, while Blucher 
is maching to the battlefield. Multi- 
ply the battle of Waterloo a hundred- 
fold and the situation at noon in that 
battle corresponds to the situation now 
in the great world battle. 

“The British army is under a terri- 
ble hammering, but providing Blucher 
is marching to the battlefield there 
is no reason for discouragement. 

“The enormous task which the Brit- 
ish army has performed and still is 
performing may be shown by a few 
figures. In this battle of Armentieres 
the Germans thus far have engaged 
twenty-eight divisions and since March 
21 they have engaged 126 diviisons. 

“Of these the British army alone has 
engaged 79, the French alone have en- 
gaged 24 and the remainder, 23, have 
been engaged by the British and 
French together. 

“Of the German divisions which the 
British engaged 28 have been fought 
twice, and.one thrice. Of the German 
divisions which the French engaged, 
four have fought twice. Of the Ger- 
man divisions which the British and 
French engaged together fifteen have 
been fought twice and one.-thrice. 

‘It is unpleasant business standing 
the hammering, but so long as we 
can stand it the only question to be 
asked is, What is happening to Blu- 
cher? What has become of the re- 
serves? 

“Although the French army is larg- 
er than ours, we have taken the strain 
of these battles off them. There is no 
reason to be in a state of despair if 
the situation is regarded from a broad 
point of view and if we regard our 
great sacrifices rightly as a necessary 
part of the great drama.”

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War-Time Hints for the Housekeeper 
THE SPUD FAMILY 


Prepared for The Constitution by the United 
States Food Administration at Washington. 7 


The Spud family at its 1918 reunion 
reported 90,000,000 new members. Gome 
family! Bspecially when you consid- 
er that it numbered some 442,536,000 
even last year. Of course, these are 
in terms of bushels, you understand. 

Now all these Spuds find a home. 
Someway and somehow the consump- 
tion of potatoes for the coming months 
must be increased to take care of the 
enormous increase in crop. 

And the pity is, they cannot go a- 
traveling as in days of yore. The ships 
have no room in their holds to carry 
such big people as the members of the 
Spud family. It is all America can do 
to get enough shipping space to send 
food across to our soldiers and war as- 
sociates in the most concentrated form 
possible. 

So the Spud family must stay at 
home this year. But they can do war 
work on this side by furnishing peo- 
ple with the best substitute in the 
world for wheat. What can beat a 


baked or boiled potato covered with 
gravy as a wheat substitute? 

War has proven a leveler of caste in 
the Spud family as well as in human 
society. For the so-called No. 2 Irish 

otato, though smaller, has been found 
o be just as satisfactory as the No. 1 


about 60 cents a hundredweight less. 
The only difference is in size. 


A big increase in the sweet potato 
crop has made the potato family de- 
cidedly more democratic than usual. 
By a new curing method used this year. 
in the south the sweet potato is kept, 
in much better form for shipping north 
than in previous years and ese pota- 
toes. can be secured much later in the, 


season. 

The Irish potato should be more; 
widely used now, as it was by our 
grandmothers, as & bread mixture. The 
potatoes may be mashed after being 
well drained, and added to the flour 
and other ingredients in quantities of 
from 16 to 30 per cent.

The Right to “Break Even” 


To the Public: 


We ask you to consider this: 


Every article affected by the natural 
economic law of supply and demand—that 


is, where government regulation does not 


interfere—has advanced in price. 


Furthermore, where government regu- 
lation has been recently applied to certain 
food and other products, the prices fixed 
have been brought about by that economic 


iy 


law—the prices of today, and not those of . 


one, two or three years ago. 


For instance, in fixing the price of 
wheat at $2.20 per bushel, the government 
took the current market as a basis, and not 
the price of normal times, which was about 
100 per cent lower than the government 
price. 


Thus, even regulation, applied to other 
necessities of life than public service, has 
recognized prevailing and abnormal condi- 
tions, and fixed prices accordingly. 


It is unfortunate that we must pay for 
our bread on the basis of $2.20 wheat—ten 
cents for the one-time 5-cent loaf—but we 
must pay or do without it. 


Along with bread every food product 
has advanced proportionately. We are pay- 
ing 100 per cent more for the butter that 
goes on it. Meat costs us 50 per cent more; 
it is the same with every ounce of body 
nourishment. 


The one-time standard $15 suit of 
clothes is now $20 or $22.50; the $25 suit 
now costs $35. The former $5 pair of shoes 
is now $8 to $10. 


The newspaper you were accustomed to 
read for 2 cents, now costs you 3; its adver- 
tising rates have been advanced. Why? 
White paper has gone up; labor has ad? 
vanced and every material entering into the 
cost of newspaper publication has mounted 
to new high levels. The increases were nec- 
essary that the newspaper might continue 
to live and serve you. 


Some Recent Increases 
In Public Service Rates 


Although more thickly populated 
than Georgia, and therefore supply- 
ing more public service business, Con- 
necticut authorities have recently 
granted every street railroad line in 
that state, except two, the right to 
increase their rate of fare from 5 
cents to 6 cents per passenger. More 
than 500 such increases have been 
granted public service companies 
within the last six months. 


Yes, there is one exception — public 
service. You are paying the same for your 
gas, for your electric current, for your street 
car ride, you paid before. 


You are paying the rates fixed by your 
railroad commission in normal times, al- 
though it is costing as much more to pro- 
duce them and furnish them to you as you 
pay, in proportion, for today’s loaf of bread. 


Bound by the railroad commission’s 
order, the Georgia Railway and Power 
Company cannot add@ one penny to the price 
of your service. 


But it is paying for necessities—for

it costs you 3. Why? To help meet the 
increased cost of government service. 


Coming close home, Atlantians were 
long accustomed to get their month’s water 
supply for 60 cents. Now they must pay 72 
cents, an advance of 20 per cent. Why? The 
city needed more money to meet the rising 
cost of municipal service. Here was an op- 
portunity to get a little of it. 


We may murmur a little about these 
mounting costs of life’s necessities, but, in 
the end we accept the situation and—we 
pay. |

luxury even, but costs us from 25 or 50 per 
cent to several hundred per cent more than 
in tlie normal business times of just before 
the war. :

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Expert Comments On 
Ground Glass Hysteria 


Editor Constitution: I wish to commend 
in the highest terms your excellent editorial 
on ground glass. This article should be 
published in every paper throughout the 
country, for it covers the situation more 
completely than anything I have seen and 
would help to stop the further spreading 
of an idea that is beginning to reach serious 
proportions. 

I feel that I am peculiarly fitted to dis- 
cuss this subject, as my laboratories have 
been co-operating with the department of 
justice and we have made a number of tests 
fro ground glass. In only one instance have 
we found the presence of glass, and in this 
case, if it was not there by accident, it was 
certainly the work of a bungling amateur 
instead of an expert. The cause of the sus- 
picion in all the other samples was either 
due to the presence of sand or sugar crys- 
tals, which in ordinary times would have 
passed unnoticed. In one particular instance 
the form of the sugar crystals found in 
jelly were of such a character as to demon- 
strate the presence of the fruit claimed 
in the manufacture. Thus, what should have 
been an advertisement of an honest product 
came very near resulting disastrously to 
‘the manufacturers on account of “premature 
and hysterical publicity.” 

In characterizing the situation as hys- 
teria you have applied a most appropriate 
name, for it is nothing more nor less than 
that. Many people fail to grasp one impor- 
tant phase of German propaganda. It is just 
the spreading of this hysteria that you men- 
tion resulting in undue excitement which 
often encourages the irresponsible to at- 
tempt the very things that the person origi- 
nating the report thinks he is preventing. 
So anyone who joins in spreading such re- 
ports by conversation or otherwise has be- 
come a German propagandist instead of do- 
ing his country 4 patriotic service. He ig 
causing more disastrous results through the 
mental attitude of certain classes of people 
than the ground glass, even if true, would 
cause on the physical. I am thoroughly con- 
vinceed that if it is discovered that ground 
glass is used with malicious intention it 
will be due to just such a source as de- 
scribed. I am too familiar with real German 
scientists to believe that it would be a part 
of their propaganda to resort to such crude 
methods. If they desired to use poison it 
would be in very different form.

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GERMANY TODAY 


Fear Rules Germany—of Enemies Without and 
Enemies Within. 
BY BLANCHE SLOCUM 


The Atlanta Constitution.)

(Seventh of the series of fifteen articles by 
Miss Blanche Slocum, of Oak Park, who left 
Germany last January and arrived home on 
March 28. Her experiences and observations 
in Berlin and elsewhere in Germany, where 
she resided as a music student, are the most 
recent of any accessible to the American 
people.) 


Fear rulés Germany—fear of enemies 
without and the terrible German government 
within. But the sensation is familiar’ Fear 
runs all through German life and always 
did. The obedience of German children to 
their parents, of German pupils to their 
teachers, of German wives to their husbands 
and of German soldiers to their officers 
rests on fear. So when Germans think of 
democratizing their government they not 
only reckon with changing horses in the 
middle of the stream and look at Russia 
and quail; they look also at the German 
autocracy’s machine guns and reflect that 
the first effort at anything like insurrec- 
tion would be met with strong and merci- 
less repression. 

Fear rules Germany. It is impossible to 
overstate the harsh, brutal, undeniable fact. 
And yet autocracy has founds ways in which 
to address other feelings beside fear—ad- 
miration, for instance, and even love. In 
the very midst of a political unrest that in- 
creases daily Germans love their kaiser. 
They do not believe that he willed the war. 
They do not believe that he caused the war. 
Even social democrats say, “Our kKaiser— 
he’s good.” 

Kaiser Not Seen in Public. 

Not a stone has been left unturned to 
make him appear so. Postcards show him 
talking with the poor, or keeling in prayer, 
or standing before the altar. Newspapers 
tell how he weeps over the slain after a 
battle, and how his affectionate sympathy 
for his people has made him old before his 
humility and his devotion to his subjects, he 
once ate from a soldier’s dish at the front, 
and, on another occasion, deigned to ride 
in the Berlin subway like an ordinary 
mortal. 

After the outbreak of war I never saw 
the kaiser. He was not at the opera. He 
never showed himself to the populace on 
holidays. But his picture was everywhere 
in the shops and restaurants, and he figured 
constantly on the screen at the movies, and 
we were told by the newspapers of his sud- 
den appearance on this or that front and 
sometimes wondered if the _ stories were 
true, so arduous was the travel involved. 

Toward the crown prince Germans have 
an indulgent air, as no one takes him seri- 
ously. You hear Germans call him a fool. 
Many accuse him of having wanted the war, 
and, while the papers try to make him out 
a hero for big exploits at Verdun, readers 
laugh. It is good natured laugh, however, 
for they believe him a jolly, happy go lucky 
fellow who flirts recklessly, enjoys a lark, 
and once stood up for the common people/in 
a memorable outburst in fhe reichstag. 


People Dare to Spenk Minds, 

I recall few particularly startling expres- 
sions of opinion regarding the three war 
chancellors—Bethmann-Hollweg, , Michaelis, 
Von Hertling. I knew, of course, that Beth- 
mann-Hollweg had a strong following and 
spoke his mind more daringly than any 
chancellor before or since. At the same time 
I knew he was criticised. Germans said in 
my hearing: “He ought not to have admit- 
ted that we did wrong when we went into 
Belgium. Never confess your faults to your 
enemies.” 

When Michaelis succeeded him there was 
the flurry that always attends the appoint- 
ment of a new chancellor in Germany, but 
Michaelis vanished before We had begun to 
have a very clear idea as to what sort of 
man he was. Of Von Hertling, people said 
and still say: “A wonderfully diplomatic ap- 
pointment. This helps Bavaria and Prussia 
to pull together.” 

It is not against the chancellor or against 
the Hohenzollerns that the increasingly bit- 
ter hatred among the masses is directed. 
They hate the whole government—as an in- 
stitution. If they gave it little though be- 
fore the war their minds dwell on it con- 
stantly now, and they discuss it with aston- 
ishing freedom, once they get to know you. 
The same people who begin by defending 
autocracy come later to condemn it frankly. 
You note their intense fear at first. Little 
by little it subsides if you gain their confi- 
dence. 

Germans Eye All Humbugs. 

The most glaringly obvious abuses—the 
three class voting system in Prussia and 
the gerrymander that gives disproportionate 
representation to the multitudes. of radicals 
—eatch the roasting they deserve. But the 
thing does not stop there by any means. 
More and more Germans every year. are 
getting their eyes open to the humbugs and 
swindles ingeniously concealed in the Ger- 
man constitution. 

They ask themselves what possible good 
it does them to vote freely for members of 
the reichstag when an upper house (com- 
posed of delegates appointed by the dukes, 
granddukes and kings of German states, 
chief of which is King Wilhelm’s Prussia) 
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can, with the kaiser’s consent, dissolve the 
reichstag, as it has repeatediy dissolved it 
ere this, and has a right of veto over all 
its decisions? They are sick and tired of 
freely electing representatives who, when 
elected, are not free to represent them 
Moreover, they are sick and tired of the system 
under which the chancellor is responsible 
ofly to the autocracy, and the autocracy 
responsible to no one. Incidentally, they 
are sick and tired of a government that has 
strewn all Germany with “verboten” signs. 
Rulers Know Resentment Grows. 

They joke about them now. -An army 
officer said to me, in discussing Belgium: 
‘Suppose Belgian troops had invaded Ger- 
many. Wouldn't the civil population have 
poured boiling oil from windows and thrown 
things from windows and fired rifles from 
windows? You know they would.” But 
almost instantly he exclaimed: “Nonsense! 
Our government would have put up a ‘ver- 
boten’ sign, and all the windows would 
have come down with a bang.” 

The kaiser perfectly understands the 
growing and already savage resentment 
against tyranny. He meets it by promising 
all political felicities and benefactions after 
the war. Why not now? For plausible 
enough reasons. To democratic Germany in 
a thoroughly democratic way the participa- 
tion of all Germans is necessary. How can 
that be arranged when millions are in the 
trenches? Have patience! Wait! To put 
the thing through now would be unfair to 
the soldiers. 

What do the sour, angered, secretly 
mutinous German masses think they want? 
What does the German autocracy think they 
want? A republic, one might infer, as every 
means had been employed to disgust them 
with the very idea of a republic. All our 
municipal scandals are scrupulously written 
up for consumption by the German masses. 
They read of crimes committed in America, 
of the ever busy divorce mill in America, of 
the frequency of preventable disasters in 
America. Always the official comment is, 
“You see what results from a republican 
form of government.” 

Paper Jeer Harden. 

Or do the German masses sincerely be- 
lieve in some socialist Utopia or other? If 
so, | wonder what leaders would help them 
to secure it. Not Liebknecht, even had he a 
free hand. I know too many Germans who 
now call him tactless and say he hurts 
his own cause, Not Harden, had he a free 
hand. He was enormously influential when 
he stood for Wilson’s policies; I heard Ger- 
mans say, “If a man like Harden will take 
sides with him, there must be some good 
in Wilson.” But Harden’s paper has been 
suppressed and Harden himself cowed. He 
spoke in Munich while I was there, and oh, 
the disappointed audience that night and the 
jeers in the papers next day! What with 
surveillance by the police and with the cer- 
tainty that he would go to jail if he spoke 
his mind fearlessly, he had nothing to say— 
and said it. 

Sometimes I think the imperial German 
government shows altogether too much ner- 
vousness regarding the possibilities of revo- 
lution, and absurdly underestimates the grip 
of autocracy on the German people. No mat- 
ter how discontented and even disloyal they 
may have become, they are monarchists by 
lifelong habit, and their ancestors genera- 
tions and generations back were monarch- 
ists, and the monarchy gives countless Ger- 
mans the things they hold most dear—posi- 
tion, title, income. Clergymen, professors, 
army officers, railroad men, government 
clerks and officials owe their jobs to the 
Hohenzollerns. 

Titles Come From Hohemnzollerns., 

And titles in Germany—the innumerable 
titles on which hang social consideration 
and success—come likewise from those auto- 
crats and despots. Let one adventuring Ger- 
man offend in the smallest particular, and 
the masters of Germany wipe out the socia] 
importance not only of the one adventuring 
German but of his entire family, world with- 
out end, amen. 

It is perhaps rash to deny that revolution 
may possibly break out. All the impossible 
things are happening in this war and rev- 
olution in Germany may yet happen. But 
to count on it and to relax our military ef- 
forts because of the chance of it would be 
folly bordering on madness, Fear rules Ger- 
many, and if autocracy itself is a bit scared 
it has done its best to forestall revolution by 
undermining German faith in republicanism, 
fostering Gerngan distrust of the socialist 
leaders, and appealing to the romantic Ger- 
man sentiment that puts a halo around Wil]- 
helm II. and bestows the glamour of German 
jollity upon his son. 

From the very bottom of their hearts the 
German masses long for freedom. But be- 
tween them and the freedom they long for 
looms the mightiest, the canniest, and the 
most terrible thing on earth, a thing dread- 
ful beyond the power of words to measure 
or half measure—the German imperial gov- 
ernment with its motto “Might is right.”

“Leader of the Opposition.” 

Opposition to the Overman bill, giving 
the president power to co-ordinate the exec- 
utive branches of the government in order 
io win the war, was led, we learn from 
Washington, by Senator Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia. 

It is typical of his entire course that he 
claimed not to be in opposition to the meas- 
ure as a whole. He professed his willing- 
ness to give the president power to reorgan- 
ize the war and navy departments, but he 
would not allow the chief executive to lay 
hands on “the civil establishments” of the 
government. 

A man of real intelligence would have 
Known that there are’no civil establishments 
in the government in this hour of supreme 
peril. 

A man of real patriotism and less 
obliquity would have scorned to make any 
such distinction when he knows that the 
functions of the various departments are, 
or ought to be, mere auxiliaries of the vast 
machine for making war. 

Could any functionary at Washington be, 
in theory, more “civil” than the secretary of 
agriculture? And yet from ten thousand 
rostrums we are told every day that “food 
will win the war.” Would any rational man 
maintain that the secretary of the treasury, 
who is straining every nerve to replenish 
the war chest of the United States by the 
sale of Liberty bonds, has merely civilian, 
as contrasted with military duties? 

Hoke Smith even singles out the secre- 
tary of state as pecullarly a “‘civil” official. 
As the real secretary of foreign affairs in 
a world-war, is he not, by the necessities of 
the case, at the very heart of our war- 
making activities? 

And so on down the line to “the fourth- 
class postmaster,” whom the senior senator 
cites as specially removed from military 
considerations—whose inclusion, in fact, he 
regards as the height of absurdity—where 
is there one cog in the great wheel which 
is not, or should not, be turning as a part 
of the whole mechanism of concentrated 
power against the Hun? 

Hoke Smith professes as anxious solici- 
tude lest the president of the United States 
should lay unholy hands upon the interstate 
commerce commission! Could the blunder- 
ing effort to find an excuse for holding up 
Vital legislation, and emasculating it in his 
usual underhanded manner, go farther than 
that? 

With a stroke of the pen, acting under 
the authority which had been duly invested 
in him, the president of the United States, 
in a single night, took over every railroad 
in the United States. From the alarmist 
point of view it was the most radical step 
ever taken in the history of this govern- 
ment. From any point of view it was one 
of the most colossal measures ever adopted. 
The president today has the power of life 
and death over these vast corporations. 

And yet will any man contend that he 
was not acting within his rights, or that the 
step was not imperatively necessary? ven 
if there be critics of this step there are no 
real apprehensions of executive despotism. 

And yet Hoke Smith is alarmed about 
the fate of the interstate commerce 
mission! 

To what grandstand does he think he is 
playing? Who are the groundlings whose 
ears he thinks he tickles by these specious 
appeals:to fear? Surely the “dear farmer” 
whom Hoke is so fond of regarding as his 
political ward cannot be caught by any such 
clap-trap. Surely the masses of the people 
can see too clearly to be deceived by any 
such covert effort to weaken the fighting 
power of the United States, while Hoke 
gives empty lip-service of loyalty to the 
president. 

Newspapers which plaster their front 
page with the American flag and on the 
last page eulogize the Bolsheviki who have 
denounced the president as “the arch- 
hypocrite of all time” find a parallel in 
“statesmanship” in the outpourings of 
Hoke Smith, “leader of the opposition” to 
one of the most important and one of the 
sanest measures the president has yet asked. 

As in the days when he made the cotton 
planter of the south his pretext for eulogiz- 
ing and serving the Germans, the hand is 
the hand of Esau, but the voice is the voice 
of Jacob.

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CONGRESSMAN JONES 


DIES FROM PARALYSIS | 


Washington. April 17.—Representa- 
tive Jones, of Virginia, died here today 
from the effects of a stroke of paraly- 


sis suffered more than a week ago. 

For fourteen continuous terms, or 
practicall twenty-eight year Mr. 
Jones had represented the First district 
of Virginia in the house, outranking 
every other member for continuous 
service, and ranking next to former 
Speaker Cannon, whose 21 terms in 
congress has broken all records. He 
was 69 years old. 

Mr. Jones had been in feeble health 
for six years, although during part of 
that time he was a faithful attendant 
at the sessions of the house and seldom 
missed a roll call when he was able to 
get to the capitol. His health was 
undermined by a strenuous campaign 


for the senatorship against Senator; 


Martin in 1911. About a year later se- 
rious rheumatic complications develop- 
ed, and for a lang time he was under 
treatment. While in this weakened 
condition he carried out the ambition 
of his public life, the piloting of the 
bill for ultimate independence of, the 
Philippines, through the house. 

Mr. Jones had regained some 
strength during the last few months 
and had become again a familiar fig- 
ure at the house until April 8, last, 
when he was stricken with paralysis, 
affecting his entire right side. Most 
of the time since then he has been 
unconscious. He is survived by his 
wife, a son, William A. Jones, Jr, a 
lieutenant in the aviation corps, in 
training camp near Davis, Texas. 

Mr. Jones was a power in Virginia 
politics, and his fearlessness in at- 
tacking policies and people to which 
he was opposed was a conspicuous 
characteristic. 

Representative Jones’ death ccur- 
red at 2:20 o’clock this afternoon. His 
son and daughter were at the bedside 
when the end came. His wife was
